HE GOT TEN YEARS. 


Verdict In the Case o f Ex-Co n­ 
du cto r Stiihhlefield. 


\N APPEAL TOBE TAKEN 


A Special Venire o f 75 Men Ordered 
fo r the J. L. West Case Wed­ 
nesday Mo rniinr* 


After being o u t thirteen ho u rs, 
the ju ry in the Eli J. Stu bblefield 
attempted train ro bbery case came 
^ into co u rt at ii 130 o ’clo ck Su nday 
mo rning with a v erdict o f gu ilty, 
the pu nishnfent being fixed at ten 
years’ impriso nment in the peni­ 
tentiary—the minimu m u nder the 
law. 
It is u ndersto o d that so o n after 
the ju ry retired Satu rday night 
they to o k a ballo t; which sto o d two 
fo r acqu ittal and ten fo r co nv ic­ 
tio n. 
On the seco nd ballo t tw’O mo re 
were wo n o v er to the acqu ittal 
theo ry, bu t o n the third ballo t the 
v o te sto o d elev en fo r co nv ictio n 
and o ne fo r acqu ittal. 
On the 
next ballo t a v erdict o f gu ilty was 
reached. 
One man o n the ju ry'fav o red a 
sentence o f 9 9 years, while ano ther 
tho u ght 35 years wmu ld be abo u t 
right. 
Tho se who v o ted o n the seco nd 
ballo t fo r acqu ittal were Bo han­ 
no n, DeHav enj 
Hartenbach and 
Stro le. 
The defendant was su rprised at 
the v erdict, bu t bo re u p u nder it 
witho u t giv ing v ent to his feel­ 
ings. 
The atto rneys fo r Stu bblefield 
say the case will be jppealed to 
the su preme co u rt. 


Jim West’s Case Called. 
The case against James L. West, 
charged 
with 
co mplicity 
with 
Stu bblefield in the crime, 
was 
called at 10 130 o ’clo ck this mo rn- 
ing befo re Ju dge Lo ngan. 
Mrs. 
West and ano ther lady sat imme­ 
diately in the rear o f the defend­ 
ant, bu t the co u rt ro o m was o nly 
abo u t o ne-third filled with spec­ 
tato rs. 
Mr. Steele, fo r the state, an­ 
no u nced that he was ready to pro ­ 
ceed with the trial. 
Mr. Cashman, fo r the defense, 
ask ed that the witnesses fo r the 
defense be called, and the fo llo w­ 
ing names were read alo u d : 
Chas. Ho ffman, Ellis R. Smith, 
Rev . F. L. Co o k , Jo seph Wells, 
Fred Wilhelm, Frank B. Ellis, Tim 
Du nnigan, Frank Jack so n, Chas. 
^Mo o re, Dr. O. D. Yo u ng, Dr. W. 
C. Ov erstreet, Edward H. Adams, 
Tho s. Fu rlo ng, Frank Barnett, Jo ­ 
seph H. Manning, W. I. Cu nning­ 
ham and W. W. Kay. 
There was no t a respo nse to a 
single name, bu t ^ rank Jack so n 
dro pped into the co u rt ro o m a lit­ 
tle later. 
It was explained that the Mis­ 
so u ri Pacific detectiv es had been 
' 
giv en permissio n to go to their 
ho mes, with the 
u nderstanding 
that they wo u ld retu rn to Sedalia 
o n receipt o f a telegram apprising 
them when they were wanted. 
As these gentlemen had been 
su bpo enaed by the defense it was 
agreed by the co u rt that if they 
^ I did no t respo nd the 
defendant 
wo u ld no t be fo rced to trial with­ 
o u t them. 
Mr. Cashman then ask ed what 
^ had beco me o f E. H. Adams, who , 
r he claimed, was o ne o f their im­ 
po rtant witnesses. 
. 
Depu ty Sheriff Dillard went o u t 


after the missing man and so o n re­ 
tu rned with him, after which the 
defense anno u nced that it, to o ,was 
ready to pro ceed. 
Ju dge Lo ngan o rdered Sheriff 
Williams to hav e a special v enire 
o f sev enty-fiv e ju ro rs in co u rt at 10 
o ’clo ck Wednesday mo rning, and 
to select them fro m su ch po rtio ns 
o f the co u nty as the residents had 
no t heard o r read o f the pro ceed­ 
ings in the Stu bblefield case. 
Co u rt then adjo u rned u ntil 10 a. 
m. Wednesday.

A MUKDER CHARGE 


Sister Prefers It Against Her 
Bro ther. 


WAS THIRTY YEARS ARO 


Writes the Po lice to Arrest Him—He 
Is Eighty YearsOld^-Was Ar­ 
rested Bu t Escaped. 


That mu rder will o u t is lik ely to 
be co nclu siv ely sho wn in a case 
that giv es pro mise o f being tried 
at Warrensbu rg so o n. 
Mrs. Co rnelia Street, o f Shaw­ 
nee, Ok ., has written a letter to 
Sheriff Simmo ns at Wichita, Kas., 
ask ing that he send o fficers to 
Shawnee at o nce to arrest Alex­ 
ander Jester, her aged bro ther, who , 
she says, k illed a man nearly thirty 
years ago near Warrensbu rg. 
The wo man says that ev en if he 
is her bro ther she desires him pu n­ 
ished fo r the alleged crime. 
Sher­ 
iff Simmo ns has 
co mmu nicated 
with all parties co ncerned, and will 
so o n mak e the arrest. 
Jester is 8 0 
years o ld. 
The letter tells the 
sto ry o f the k illing as fo llo ws : 
On May 2, 18 71, Alexander Jes­ 
ter, ;hen an elderly man, and his 
co mpanio n, William Gates, were 
trav eling to gether. They were go ­ 
ing east^w 
wago n ro u te, and 
camped near . irrensbu rg. 
That night Jester k illed his co m­ 
panio n and bu rned his bo dy o n a 
pile o f bru sh. 
He sat in the dark ­ 
ness and watched the bo dy bu rn, 
and when he tho u ght all ev idence 
had been co nsu med, he to o k the 
team and o ther v alu ables and start­ 
ed back . 
H e was arrested at Valley Cen­ 
ter, Kas., and tak en to Wichita fo r 
preliminary trial. 
Afterward he 
was tak en to Warrensbu rg, and 
placed in jail, bu t escaped and 
fo r nearly thirty years he has ev ad­ 
ed the o fficers o f the law. 
Jester mo v ed to Shawnee, Ok ., 
and changed his name to W . II. 
Hill. 
There he has liv ed qu ietly 
ev er since, being no w 8 0 years 
o ld. 
The o fficers at Warrrensbu rg 
spent hu ndreds o f do llars in at­ 
tempting 
to captu re the Gates 
slayer. 
Yo u ng 
Gates’ 
parents, 
who liv e near Alto n, 111, o r did 
sev eral years ago , spent tho u sands 
o f do llars in hiring priv ate detec­ 
tiv es, bu t to no av ail. 
Mrs. Street’s letter is pecu liar in 
so me respects. 
It is dated at 
Shawnee, Ok ., May 3, bu t fo r so me 
reaso n has ju st co me to hand. 
Sheriff Simmo ns has no tified the 
o fficers at Shawnee to arrest Jester 
and ho ld him u ntil Warrensbu rg 
peo ple interested are fo u nd. 
The 
k illing is said to hav e been co ld­ 
blo o ded and created great excite­ 
ment at the time. 
Attempts were 
made to lynch him while he was in 
jail at Warrensbu rg. 
He is no w 
wealthy.
